The  decision 
was  made  to  withdraw  because 
of  the  apparent  continuation 
of  the  war  and  the  entrance  of 
Jordan  and  possibly  other 
nations  into  the  conflict.” 

Taylor  added  that  the 
students  were  in  no  immediate 
danger  but  the  university  felt 
it  would  be  better  to  take 
them  out  of  Israel  and  not 
take  chances.

Agnew  said  Nixon  made  “a 


wise  nomination”  in  choosing 
Ford  to  succeed  him  as  vice 
president. 

The  nomination  of  Ford, 
now  House  Republican  leader, 
has  been  sent  to  a  receptive 
Democratic  Congress,  which  is 
expected  to  confirm  the 
choice. 

“He’ll  make  an  excellent 
vice  president  and  he  is  clearly 
qualified  to  undertake  the 
highest  office  should  the 
occasion  require,”  Agnew  said. 

Agnew  complained  that 
leaked  accounts  of  the  federal 
criminal  investigation  into  his 
activities  as  governor  of 
Maryland  and  as  vice  president 
had  prejudiced  his  civil  rights 
and  put  him  in  an  impossible 
situation.

Agnew  said  he  hopes  the 
trauma  of  his  case  will  “form 
the  crucible  out  of  which  a 
new  system  of  campaign 
financing  is  forged,”  to  avoid 
even  the  appearance  of 
wrongdoing  by  public  officials 
in  raising  political  funds. 

Angew  urged  an  overhaul  of 
political  finance  laws,  to 
provide  public  financing  for 
every  candidate  for  office.  He 
also  urged  reform  of  the 
system  of  justice,  and 
specifically  attacked  the  use  of 
immunity  to  gain  testimony 
against  people  accused  of 
wrongdoing. 

“As  things  now  stand, 
immunity  is  an  open  invitation 
to  perjury,”  Agnew  said.  “In 
the  hands  of  an  ambitious 
prosecutor  it  can  amount  to  an 
invitation  to  legalized 
extortion  and  bribery.” 


(AP)  -  Egypt  claimed  its 
tanks  dug  in  along  new  lines  in 
the  Sinai  Monday  and  Israel 
reported  routing  an  Iraqi  tank 
column  on  the  Syrian  front  as 
the  Middle  East  war  raged 
through  its  10th  day. 

The  Tel  Aviv  command  said 
Israeli  warplanes  bombed  and 
strafed  targets  near  Cairo  and 
Damascus  after  seizing  control 
of  the  skies  over  both  fronts. 
But  Cairo  said  it  shot  down 
nine  Israeli  planes  attacking 
Egyptian  air  bases  and  staged  a 
dawn  commando  raid  in  the 
desert  behind  Israel’s  Sinai 
lines. 

The  State  Department 
announced  in  Washington  that 
the  United  States  has  begun  to 
resupply  Israel  with  military 
equipment,  citing  what  it 
called  a  massive  Soviet  airlift 
to  replenish  Arab  arsenals. 

The  Soviet  Union  pledged  a 
“determiniation  to  assist  in 
every  way”  the  Arab  battle  to 
liberate  lands  captured  by 
Israel  in  1967,  Tass  rreported. 

The  official  Soveiet  news 
agency  said  the  promise  was 
made  during  talks  between 
Soviet  Communist  party  leader 
Leonid  1.  Brezhnev  and 
President  Houari  Boumedienne 
of  Algeria  on  “Israel’s 
imperialist  aggression.” 

The  announcement  of  open 
U.S.  arms  deliveries  to  Israel 
could  fuel  more  anti-American 
sentiment  in  the  Arab  world, 
already  angered  by  earlier 
reports  of  U.S.  arms  being  sent 
to  the  Jewish  state. 

Portuguese  sources  in  Lisbon 
said  U.S.  military  cargo  planes 
and  Phantom  jets  were  passing 
rapidly  through  an  American 
base  in  the  Azores,  heading 
east. 

President  Nixon  said  at  a 
MMedal  of  Honor  ceremony  at 
the  White  House  that  U.S. 
policy  . is  directed  at  “the  right 
of  every  nation  in  the  Middle 
East  to  maintain  its 
independence  and  security.” 
He  did  not  comment  on  the 
arms  deliveries. 

The  United  Arab  Emirates, 
which  include  two  Persian 
Gulf  oil  countries  told  Nixon 
through  the  U.S.  Embassy  in 
Abu  Dhabi  of  their  “deep 
concern”  over  the  arms 
shipments.  Similar  sentiments 
have  been  voiced  in  stronger 
language  by  Egypt,  Syria,  Iraq, 
Saudi  Arabia,  Sudan  and  Libya 
since  the  conflict  erupted  Oct. 
6.

Price  hike 
approved 
for  gasoline 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 
Cost  of  Living  Council 
Monday  allowed  a  second 
increase  in  retail  gasoline 
prices  to  reflect  higher 
wholesale  costs  of  gasoline. 

■  The  increase  is  effective 
immediately.  A  previous  price 
hike  was  approved  Sept.  28. 
The  council  approved  similar 
increases  for  home  heating  oil 
and  diesel  fuel.  The  increases 
probably  will  range  from  one 
to  two  cents  per  gallon.  The 
panel  also  proposed  automatic 
pass-through  of  wholesale 
costs  into  retail  prices 
beginning  Nov.  1 .  It  asked  for 
comment  on  the  proposal. 

The  so-called  automatic 
pass-through,  which  is  now 
denied  the  country’s  retail 
gasoline  stations,  has  been  a 
major  demand  of  the  gasoline 
retailers  under  the  Phase  4 
regulations. 


Arab  capitals  of  an  oil  cutoff, 
such  as  the  three-month 
shutdown  in  1967  and 
oil-producing  Arab  countries 
meet  Tuesday  in  Kuwait  to 
discuss  oil’s  role  in  the  war. 

But  the  U.S.  government 
released  figures  in  Washington 
purporting  to  show  that  the 
United  States  could  get  along 
at  least  for  the  time  being  even 
if  the  Arab  oil  spigots  were 
screwed  shut. 

The  Israeli  push  into  Syria 
was  reported  slowed  by  heavy 
Syrian  tank  and  artillery  fire 
about  2  1  miles  from 
Damascus,  near  the  town  of 
Sasa.  Associated  Press 
correspondent  John  Vinocur 
said  from  the  front  that  Syria’s 
Soviet-built  cannons  were 
blasting  Israeli  positions  all 
along  the  some  19  miles  of 
road  leading  from  the  1967 
Golan  Heights  cease-fire  lines. 

But  the  Israeli  command 
claimed  later  in  Tel  Aviv  that 
Israeli  tanks  crashed  through 
Iraqi  armor  on  the  central 


Syrian  front  and  advanced  into 
more  Arab-held  territory. 

“Dozens  of  tanks  were 
destroyed  and  the  remnants  of 
the  enemy  units  scattered  and 
retreated,”  the  communique 
said. 

Israeli  tank  crews  in  the 
column  battling  up  the  road  to 
Damascus  told  Vinocur  they 
destroyed  about  25  Arab  tanks 
in  duels  that  lasted  most  of  the 
day. 

“Tank  battles  are  still  raging 
in  the  northern  sector  of  the 
front,”  a  Syrian  communique 
said. 

Syria  charged  that  Israeli  air 
strikes  included  bombing  of 
civilian  targets  at  Latakia  and 
Tartus,  Mediterranean  ports 
with  major  oil  installations. 

The  Tel  Aviv  command  said 
Israeli  jets  over  the  ports  were 
bombing  fuel  depots.  It  said 
the  Israeli  warplanes  also 
attacked  the  Syrian  tanks 
defending  the  road  to 
Damascus  and  pounded 
Egyptian  missile  batteries  and 


air  bases  53  and  36  miles  from 
Cairo. 

Air  raid  sirens  howled  over 
the  Egyptian  capital  for  the 
fourth  time  since  the  conflict 
broke  out.  Residents  reported 
hearing  faint  explosions  but  no 
damage  was  seen  and  the 
all-clear  sounded  55  minutes 
later. 

The  Syrian  Embassy  in 
Athens  released  a  statement 
claiming  that  Syrians  have 
captured  American  pilots  from 
planes  shot  down  during  air 
raids  on  Syrian  towns. 

“Among  the  planes  shot 
down  by  the  Syrian  air  defense 
were  also  American  Phantoms, 
bearing  no  markings  of  the 
Israeli  air  force,  piloted  by 
American  pilots  who  have 
been  captured  by  our  forces,” 
it  said  without  identifying  the 
pilots. 

U.S.  officials  in  Washington 
have  denied  any  U.S. 
involvement  in  the  war.  Israel 
has  equipped  its  air  force  with 
many  U.S. -built  Phantom  jets. 


U.S.  volunteers  to  Israel 
will  not  fight,  say  officials 


TEL  AVIV  (AP)  - 
Thousands  of  Americans  who 
have  volunteered  to  come  to 
Israel  to  help  the  war  effort 
will  be  picking  fruit  instead  of 
fighting  the  Arabs  when  they 
arrive,  Israeli  officials  say. 

Reports  by  Israeli 
correspondents  in  the  United 
States  say  30,000  Americans 
have  volunteered  to  go  to 
Israel.  Most  have  asked  to  fight 
but  some  have  offered  to  fill 
the  jobs  of  Israeli  reservists 
called  to  the  front. 

“Volunteers  will  not  be 
allowed  to  join  the  army,  even 
to  serve  in  the  rear,”  an  Israeli 
military  spokesman  said.  “As  a 
principle,  we  never  take 
volunteers  into  the  army.” 

This  would  include 
American  Vietnam  war 
veterans  if  any  showed  up,  he 
said.  Reports  said  a  group  of 
such  veterans  was  heading  for 
Israel  under  contract  with  the 


Israeli  government.  Israeli 
officials  deny  the  reports. 

“There  is  no  involvement  in 
the  fighting  by  U.S.  forces  or 
personnel,”  a  spokesman  for 
the  U.S.  embassy  in  Israel  said 
Sunday,  after  Syria  claimed 
American  involvement  in  a 
bombing  raid  on  Damascus. 

Most  of  the  American 
volunteers  will  be  shuttled  to 
kibbutz  collective  farms, 
whose  ranks  of  field  workers 
have  been  drafted  for  the  war, 
officials  said. 

The  kibbutz  movement 
union,  a  loose  organization  for 
the  more  than  300  kibbutzim, 
said  30,000  volunteers  from  all 
countries  had  offered  to  work 
on  the  farms  for  the  autumn 
harvest.  Many  had  scheduled 
trips  before  the  war  broke  out 
on  Oct.  6. 

So  far,  few  volunteers  have 
arrived.  Nearly  every 
commercial  plane  landing  in 
Israel  has  been  filled  with 


returning  Israelis,  many  of 
them  soldiers  rejoining  their 
units. 

Israel’s  front-line  soldiers 
include  some  men  holding  dual 
lsraeli-American  citizenship 
and  immigrants  who 
abandoned  their  American 
citizenship  when  they  arrived 
in  Israel.  ^ 

“I  came  soon  after  the  1967 
war,”  said  a  former  Chicago 
resident  and  a  former  Vietnam 
war  veteran,  who  declined  to 
give  his  name.  “1  tried  to  get 
here  to  fight  then  but  the 
State  Department  wouldn’t  let 
us  go.” 

During  the  current  war,  he 
was  working  as  a  medic  at  a 
base  near  the  Suez  Canal. 

He  told  visiting  newsmen  he 
underwent  three  months  of 
training  with  the  Israeli  army, 
then  entered  the  reserves.  He 
was  called  to  the  front  on  the 
second  day  of  the  war.

Today  is  the  last  day  for 
voters  in  the  Provo  School 
District  to  register  to  vote  in 
Thursday’s  bond  election.  The 
election  will  determine 
whether  or  not  $8.9  million 
will  be  appropriated  to  build  a 
new  high  school  in  the  Provo 
area. 

Patrons  planning  to  vote  in 
the  Thursday  bond  election 
should  register  between  8  a.m. 
and  9  p.m.  at  the  regular 
voting  precincts.  Actual  school 
bond  voting,  however,  will  be 
conducted  Thursday  at  the 
Provo  High  School,  Franklin, 
Grandview,  Joaquin  and  Rock 
Canyon  Schools. 

Today  is  also  the  last  day  to 
register  for  the  municipal 
primary  elections  which  will 
be  held  Oct.  23. 

Final  elections  for  mayors, 
commissioners,  and 
councilmen  will  be  held  in  the 
county  and  state  Nov.  6. 

Voters  must  be  registered, 
legal  residents  of  Utah,  reside 
within  the  boundary  of  the 
district  where  the  vote  is  cast, 
and  be  eighteen  years  old  on 
or  before  the  election  date. 

Voters  who  have  moved 
from  one  voting  district  to 
another  must  register  again  in 


the  district  in  which  they 
presently  reside. 

Former  voters  who  have  not 
cast  ballots  in  elections  during 
the  last  four  years  must  also 
re-register. 

Another  Provo  City 
registratration  will  be  held 
Oct.  30.  If  a  person  is  unable 
to  register  on  the  specific 


dates,  he  may  do  so  at  the 
county  clerk’s  office, 
providing  he  does  so  ten  days 
prior  to  the  city  elections. 
Voters  cannot  register  at  the 
clerk’s  office  on  days  when 
regular  district  registration  is 
taking  place,  according  to 
William  F.  Huish,  county 
clerk.

Most  BYU  students  and 
faculty  contacted  in  a  Daily 
Universe  survey  Monday 
reacted  favorably  to  the 
nomination  of  Rep.  Gerald 
Ford  (R-Mich.)  to  the  vice 
presidency. 

President  Richard  M.  Nixon 
Friday  nominated  the  House 
minority  leader  to  replace 
Spiro  T.  Agnew. 

A  few  students,  however, 
didn’t  know  about  Ford  or  his 
nomination. 

When  approached  with  the 
question  about  Ford’s 
nomination,  some  students 
responded  with,  “Who?”  or 
“Who’s  that?”  followed  by  a 
quick,  “I  don’t  know.”  One 
student  responded  with,  “I 


don’t  believe  in  politics,”  after 
admitting  his  ignorance  about 
Ford. 

From  those  interviewed, 
most  responded  favorably  to 
the  vice  presidential  nominee. 

“I  believe  the  President 
made  a  good  choice.  Ford  has 
real  solid  support  from  the 
Democrats  and  Republicans,” 
said  E.  Mark  Bezzant,  a 
student  from  Pleasant  Grove. 

“I  feel  that  Ford  will  be  the 
real  boost  that  Nixon  has 
needed  in  passing  bills,” 
Bezzant  said. 

Although  most  of  the  people 
didn’t  know  much  about  Ford, 
they  expressed  their  support 
from  what  they  had  read  or 
heard  about  him. 

According  to  Doug  Maullen 
of  Idaho  Falls,  Ford  was  a 
good  choice  in  that  he 


wouldn’t  affect  the 
presidential  race  as  a  candidate 
in  1976. 

Another  student  said  he  was 
happy  about  the  choice  of 
Ford.  “He  shows  a  lot  of  good 
attitudes  about  helping  the 
nation.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A 
federal  expert  on  population 
said  Monday  he  will 
recommend  easing  proposed 
sterilization  rules  to  avoid 
“closing  an  option  to  the  poor 
that  the  rich  have.” 

Tighter  restrictions  proposed 
by  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  last 
month  “may  prove  to  be 
cumbersome”  and  infringe 
upon  state  laws,  said  Dr.  Louis 
Heilman,  HEW  deputy 
assistant  secretary. 

“They  would  make  it  harder 
to  sterilize  youngsters  and 
people  who  can’t  understand 
what  is  happening  to  them,” 
he  said. 

The  rules  would  require 
written  informed  consent  of 
every  patient  and  establish  a 
rigid  system  of  committee  and 
judicial  review  of  sterilization 
involving  minors  and  the 
mentally  incompetent. 

The  use  of  federal  funds  to 
sterilize  minors  and  the 
mentally  incompetent  was 
frozen  last  summer  after 
allegations  that  two  young 
Alabama  girls  were  sterilized 
without  their  parents’ 
understanding  of  the 
procedure  and  that  an  Aiken, 
S.C.  physician  refused 
obstetrical  care  for  welfare 
mothers  unless  they  consented 
to  permanent  sterilization.

Heilman  said  the 
moratorium  will  end  when 
final  regulations  are  issued, 
probably  in  mid-November.  He 
said  he  will  recommend  to 
HEW  Secretary  Casper  W.

—Either  lower  the  age  of 
consent  for  sterilization  from 
proposed  21  years  to  18  years, 
or  allow  state  age  limits  to 
apply. 

—  Permit  HEW  to  waive 
requirements  for  committees 
and  courts  to  review 
sterilization  of  minors  and  the 
mentally  incompetent  if  a 
state  law  accomplishes  the 
same  patient  protection. 

—  Allow  sterilization  projects 
to  develop  their  own  operating 
rules  for  review  committees, 
with  only  broad  general 
direction  from  Washington. 

Heilman  said  HEW’s  Center 
for  Disease  Control  in  Atlanta 
is  developing  a  system  of  spot 
checks  to  assure  that  federal 
rules  will  be  observed  in  future 
sterilizations. 

That  proposal,  along  with 
his  recommendations,  will  be 
presented  at  an  advisory 
committee  meeting 
Wednesday,  he  said. 

BALTIMORE  (AP)  -  The 
Roman  Catholic  Archdiocese 
of  Baltimore  is  planning  to 
ordain  its  first  two  black 
priests  next  spring.

In  turn,  Jackson  has  accused 
Massell  of  attempting  to 
polarize  the  city’s  most  equal 
numbers  of  black  and  white 
voters. 

The  vice  mayor  has  been 
urging  voters  to  “send  Massell 
a  message”  in  the  runoff,  “that 
his  tactics  of  separating 
brother  against  brother,  white 
against  black,  will  not  work.” 

Forest  land 
reclassified 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
The  U.S.  Forest  Service  has 
brought  some  2.5  million  more 
acres  of  its  land  in  the 
Intermountain  region  under 
the  wilderness  study  areas 
category,  it  was  announced 
Monday. 

Of  the  land  involved, 
1,632,569  acres  are  in  Idaho 
and  355,965  in  Utah. 

The  rest  is  in  Nevada, 
western  Wyoming  and  a  small 
portion  of  California. 

The  announcement  was 
made  at  a  news  conference  by 
Vern  Tamre,  forester  for  the 
Intermountain  region,  it  was 
one  of  a  series  of  news 
conferences  around  the 
country  in  which  12.3  million 
acres  were  classified  as  new 
wilderness  study  areas. 

In  the  five-state  region  under 
Hamre,  areas  set  aside  increase 
to  55  from  the  present  5. 

Hamre  stressed  the  value  of 
wilderness  as  “one  of  the 
important  resources  found  in 
national  forests.” 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Five 
years  ago  when  Richard  M. 
Nixon  was  elected  President, 
one  of  his  principal  goals  was 
to  reshape  the  Supreme  Court 
to  bring  it  into  line  with  his 
own  interpretations  of  the 
Constitution. 

He’ll  soon  learn  how 
successful  he’s  been  in 
appointing  justices  who  agree 
with  his  views  of  separation  of 
powers  and  executive  privilege. 

For  the  Supreme  Court  now 
represents  Nixon’s  last  hope 
for  judical  support  for  his 
argument  that  under  the 
Constitution,  only  he  has  the 
authority  to  say  whether  the 
tapes  concerned  with  the 
Watergate  scandal  can  be 
turned  over  to  a  federal  grand 
jury. 

The  President’s  lawyers  have 
failed  to  convince  U.S.  District 
Court  Judge  John  J.  Sirica  or 
the  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  that 
his  argument  is  valid. 

Ironically,  the  opposition  to 
the  President’s  position  in  the 
tapes  case,  often  has  seemed  to 
borrow  arguments  Nixon  used 
in  criticizing  Supreme  Court 
decisions  during  the  1 5  years 
Earl  Warren  was  chief  justice. 

As  President,  Nixon  has  had 
the  opportunity  to  name  four 
men  to  the  Supreme  Court. 
Each  time  he  said  he  had 
sought  a  man  he  regarded  as  a 
“strict  constructionist,”  one 
who  would  not  read  into  the 
Constitution  powers  beyond 
those  expressly  included  by 
the  original  framers. 


Trudeau  abroad 


TOKYO  (AP)  -  Canadian 
Prime  Minister  Pierre  Elliott 
Trudeau  and  his  party  visted 
the  Peking  Physical  Culture 
Institute  Thursday,  the 
Hsinhua  news  agency  said. 

The  Canadian  visitors  were 
accompanied  to  the  institute 
by  Chinese  Vice  Premier  Teng 
Hsiao-ping.  They  were 
welcomed  by  students  and 
teachers  waving  Chinese  and 
Canadian  flags,  beating 
cymbals  and  drums  and 
shouting  slogans. 

In  the  afternoon  Mrs. 
Thrudeau  visited  the  Great 
Wall,  accompanied  by  Hsu 
Han-ping,  wife  of  Chinese 
Foreign  Minister  Chi  Peng-fei. 


But  the  appeals  court  said 
the  President’s  lawyers  were 
trying  to  “refashion  the 
Constitution”  with  their  claim 
that  he  was  immune  from 
court  orders. 

“The  Constitution  makes  no 
mention  of  special  presidential 
immunities,”  the  five-judge 
majority  said  in  its  opinion. 

“Indeed,  the  executive 
branch  generally  is  afforded 
none.  This  silence  cannot  be 
ascribed  the  oversight.” 

Both  the  courts  and  special 
Watergate  prosecutor 
Archibald  Cox  also  seem  to 
have  stolen  another  of  the 
President’s  favorite  themes, 
law  and  order. 

Cox  has  hit  hard  in  his 
arguments  on  the  theme  that 
the  tapes  are  evidence  in  a 
grand  jury  investigation  of 
possible  criminal  activity. 
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LBJ  phone  tapped, 
says  court  justice 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 
late  President  Lyndon  B. 
Johnson  confided  during  his 
White  House  years  “that  even 
his  phone  was  tapped,” 
Supreme  Court  Justice  William 
O.  Douglas  said  Monday. 

Douglas,  in  an  attack  on 
what  he  called  the  “dirty 
business”  of  wiretapping,  also 
said  he  was  “morally  certain” 
that  the  Supreme  Court’s 
conference  room  was  bugged. 
The  most  secret  deliberations 
of  the  justices  on  pending 
cases  take  place  in  the  room. 

Douglas’  assertion  came  in  a 
dissent  to  a  court  action  in  a 
wiretap-related  case. 

“We  who  live  in  the  District 


of  Columbia  know  that 
electronic  surveillance  is 
commonplace,”  wrote 
Douglas.  “1  am  indeed  morally 
certain  that  the  conference 
room  has  been  ‘bugged’  and 
President  Johnson  during  his 
term  in  the  White  House 
asserted  to  me  that  even  his 
phone  was  tapped.” 

Douglas  gave  no  additional 
information  and  his  office 
responded  to  inquiries  by 
saying  there  would  be  no  more 
comment. 

Other  members  of  the  court, 
at  least  initially,  gave  no 
indication  they  shared 
Douglas’  fears  about  the 
conference  room.

—  The  Speissegger  brothers  say 
their  family  never  threw 
anything  away,  so  when  they 
closed  their  100-year-old 
drugstore  in  America’s  oldest 
city  it  didn’t  take  much  to 
reopen  it  as  a  medical 
museum. 

Richard,  79,  and  Milton,  72, 
decided  to  sell  the  store  to  a 
tourist  concern  after  fire 
damaged  their  home  last  year. 

It  reopened  as  the 
“Authentic  Old  Drugstore” 
Monday,  and  the  shelves  were 
still  stocked  with  76  different 
kinds  of  castor  oil  and  an 
assortment  of  other  remedies 
ranging  from  booth  soap  to  a 
veterinary  medicine  labelled 
“bad  conditions.” 

“That  was  what  we  sold 
when  people  didn’t  know  what 
was  wrong  with  an  animal,” 
Milton  explained. 

The  bachelor  brothers  said 
the  business  was  founded  by 
their  grandfather,  who  moved 
to  Florida  in  1869  to  grow 
oranges  and  opened  the 
drugstore  because  “it  took  so 
long  for  the  trees  to  grow  he 
nearly  starved  to  death.” 

The  drugstore’s  shelves  are 
jammed  with  a  bewildering 
oversupply  of  patent 
medicines  that  have  long  since 
disappeared  from  the  market, 
including  an  18  75-vintage 
bottle  of  Shaker’s  Liniment. 

Richard  said  the  small, 
two-story  building  was  always 
over-stocked  because  “if  you 
bought  a  big  enough  supply  of 
one  kind  of  remedy,  the  dealer 
would  throw  in  a  big  medicine 
cabinet.”

adjusts  to  new  fame 


Ford  has  made  the  hope  of 
bringing  unity  to  the  presently 
divided  President  and  Congress 
his  recurring  theme  since  being 
nominated  for  the  vice 
presidency  Friday  night. 


LOGAN,  Utah  (AP)  -  “I’m 
not  sure  I  want  my  father  so 
well  known,”  says  John 
Gardner  Ford,  the  21 -year-old 
son  of  vice  presidential 
nominee  Gerald  Ford  and  a 
junior  in  forestry  at  Utah  State 
University. 

Ford  transferred  to  the  USU 
last  January  after  two  years  at 
Jacksonville  University.  He 
said  he  came  to  Utah  for  the 
skiing,  the  hiking  and  the 
university’s  forestry  school. 
Over  the  summer,  he  was  a  fire 
fighter  for  the  U.S.  Forest 
Service. 

Logan,  a  quiet  northern 
Utah  college  town  of  22,000, 
has  been  buzzing  with  news 
that  the  son  of  the  vice 
presidential  nominee  is  a 
resident. 


‘‘Since  the  news  broke 
Friday  night,  I’ve  been 
besieged  with  phone  calls  from 
people  1  hardly  know,”  Ford 
said.  “I  hope  this  will  not 
change  my  lifestyle.” 


And  he  says  people  are 
treating  him  differently  since 
President  Nixon’s  nomination 
of  his  father  Friday  evening. 

“The  landlord  of  the  house 
in  which  1  live  has  been 


promising  for  the  last  three 
months  to  repair  the 
bathroom,”  Ford  said. 

“Until  last  night  my 
roommates  and  I  have  had 
little  luck  in  getting  the  work 
done,”  he  explained.  “But 
shortly  after  news  of  my 
father’s  nomination  was 
released,  the  landlord,  his  wife, 
and  an  armful  of  tools  arrived 
at  the  house  to  make  the 
overdue  repairs.” 

Ford  said  in  an  interview 
that  his  father’s  appointment 
“will  help  the  administration’s 
image.  He  has  a  lot  to  offer  to 
the  Nixon  administration.”  He 
said  most  of  his  own  political 
experience  came  working  in 
the  1972  presidential 
campaign. 

Ford  said  he  had  been 
nervous  ever  since  his  father’s 
name  was  mentioned  as  a 
possible  nominee.  But  he  says 
he  spent  “a  reasonably  normal 
day”  Friday  attending  four 
classes— chemistry,  statistics, 
range  management  and  first 
aid. 

“Whatever  happens  now,  I 
have  a  year  and  a  half  of 
school  left,”  says  Ford.  “Upon 
graduation.  I’ll  take  it  from 
there.” 


Ford  said  he  hopes  to  be 
confirmed  by  Congress  quickly 
but  would  not  say  how  soon 
he  considers  quickly. 


“I  learned  a  long  time  ago 
don’t  set  time  limits  for 
Congress,”  the  25 -year  House 
member  said. 


Later  he  added:  “Of  course, 
the  sooner  the  better.” 


Ford  said  he  and  Nixon  have 
not  discussed  in  detail  what  his 
role  as  vice  president  would 
be. 


But  he  said  in  several 
conversations  since  Friday 
night  the  President  “through 
guidelines  has  suggested  there 
should  be  a  greater  emphasis 
to  bridge  the  gap  between  the 
majority  Democratic  party  in 
the  Congress  and  the  executive 
branch. 


The  House  Republican 
leader  was  scheduled  to  give 
two  speeches  off  the  cuff  and 
hold  a  news  conference  in 
Portland  Monday  morning  and 
then  head  back  to  Washington. 


Meanwhile,  Americans  for 
Democratic  Action,  a  liberal 
political  organization, 
announced  that  it  will  oppose 
Ford’s  nomination. 


Ford  makes  quick  Utah  visit 


HILL  AIR  FORCE  BASE, 
Utah  (AP)  -  A  whirlwind 
Utah  visit  by  the  prospective 
vice  president  of  the  United 
States  didn’t  stir  much  fanfare.

About  50  spectators  were  at 
the  air  base  to  greet  Ford  as  he 
walked  briskly  down  the  ramp, 
shook  hands  with  friends  and 
officials,  and  left  in  a  small 
motorcade  for  Tremonton, 
where  he  and  his  son,  John 
dined  at  Brown’s  home. 


Provo  may  hire  Y  students 
to  conduct  'bike  path'  survey

according  to  Frank  Turner, 
Provo’s  traffic  engineer. 


Turner  said  the  students  are 
helping  to  survey  a  pattern 
that  bicycle  riders  follow,  and 
which  streets  they  use  the 
most.  “This,”  he  said,  “is  to 
find  the  streets  and  routes  that 
would  be  best  used  as  bike 
paths.”

Saturday  to  bring

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
As  the  dawn  comes  up 
Saturday,  it  will  probably 
sound  like  thunder  as  a 
predicted  record  number  of 
deer  hunters  take  to  the  hills 
and  blast  away. 

On  top  of  that,  the  Utah 
Division  of  Wildlife  Resources 
has  said  that  there  will 
probably  be  a  great  number  of 
hunters  who  have  never  been 
hunting  before,  but  are  trying 
to  short-circuit  the  high  cost 
of  meat. 

To  add  to  the  uncertainty 
over  the  success  of  this  year’s 


Federal  aid 
for  County 


Utah  County  will  receive  its 
revenue  sharing  funds  as 
scheduled  although  two  other 
counties  and  some  87  cities  in 
Utah  will  not  receive  their 
money  because  they  did  not 
file  the  required  forms. 

According  to  John  Cobb  of 
Sen.  Wallace  F.  Bennett’s 
Provo  office,  Utah  County  will 
receive  some  $747,092  in 
revenue  sharing.  The 
dissemination  of  the  funds  is 
then  up  to  the  county. 

J.  Lamar  Johnson,  chief 
deputy  to  the  county  auditor, 
explained  that  the  money  is 
“generally  used  to  do  things 
we  haven’t  had  taxes  to  do.” 
He  said  the  money  will  be  used 
mainly  to  renovate  the  county 
office  building,  and  to 
purchase  equipment  for  the 
highway  patrol  and  county 
offices. 

He  further  explained  that 
the  decision  as  to  how  the 
money  is  spent  is  made  by  the 
county  commissioners. 

In  explanation  of 
withholding  of  certain  county 
and  city  funds  Johnson  said 
that  application  for  revenue 
sharing  isn’t  necessary.  But  in 
order  to  receive  it  certain 
reports  need  be  made  through 
the  auditor’s  office. 
Apparently  this  has  not  been 
done. 


hunt,  nobody  is  sure  of  the 
impact  last  winter’s  harsh 
weather  had  on  the  deer  herds. 
Winter  kill  was  much  higher 
than  normal  in  many  areas, 
which  is  bound  to  affect  the 
success  this  year. 

Because  of  the  winter  kill, 
the  big  game  board  has  set  the 
most  restrictive  regulations  in 
more  than  10  years. 

There  will  be  buck-only 
hunts  in  1  1  units  and  15  units 
and  parts  of  two  others  will 
only  be  open  three  days  for 
either  sex,  followed  by  eight 
days  of  bucks  only. 

The  increase  in  local  hunters 
will  be  slightly  offset  by  a 
decrease  in  non-residents.  The 
legislature  limited  the 
out-of-staters  to  20,000 
licenses,  which  would  cut  the 
intrepid  huntsmen  by  about 
10,000. 

Division  officials  said  last 
week  that  about  3,000 
non-resident  licenses  still  had 
not  been  sold. 

“I  am  sure  we  will  have  an 
increase  in  hunters  and  we 
could  top  the  200,000  mark. 
Just  how  many  more  is  hard  to 
say,”  said  Director  John  E. 
Phelps.  There  were  about 
19  7,000  hunters  afield  last 
season. 


bicycle  expert,  Lester  Abbey, 
to  help  in  laying  out  the  routes 
that  will  be  used  as  bike  paths, 
according  to  Turner. 

He  noted  that  there  are  four 
different  types  of  bicycle 
paths.  A  class  one  route  is 
where  a  path  is  shared  with 
motor  vehicles  but  separated 
by  a  line.  Class  two  routes  are 
when  the  path  is  shared  but 
separated  by  a  partition  of 
some  sort.  Class  three  is  a  path 
that  is  not  shared  but  is  for 
bicycle  riding  only.  Class  four 
is  shared  but  bicycle  riding  is 
designated  only  by  a  sign. 

Turner  stated  the  city  is 
going  to  try  to  avoid  using  a 
class  four  path  if  at  all 
possible.  He  said  that  safety  is 
a  big  concern  in  this  project 
and  that  a  class  four  path 
doesn’t  always  provide  for 
safety. 

He  said  the  city  is  going  to 
try  to  push  the  use  of  class  one 
and  class  three  paths. 

Concentration  is  being 
placed  on  two  paths  at  the 
present  time,  according  to 
Turner.  One,  he  said,  will  be  a 
main  route  between  the 
campus  and  the  down-town 
section.  The  other  will  be  a 
recreation  path,  a  class  three, 
on  the  section  of  second  west, 
north  of  the  diagonal  to  the 
mouth  of  Provo  canyon  where 
the  railroad  tracts  used  to  be. 

“We  have  noticed  a  high 
increase  in  bicycle  riding  and 
we  feel  this  is  good,”  Turner 
stated. 

“We  are  trying  to  encourage 
bike  riding  and  discourage  the 
use  of  cars  in  the  city,”  said 
Turner.  “This  would  cut  down 
on  traffic,  pollution  and  other 
associated  problems.”

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
House  and  Senate  committees 
have  started  background 
investigations  on  vice 
presidential  nominee  Gerald  R. 
Ford  as  a  prelude  to 
confirmations  hearings. 

Majorities  in  both  houses 
have  said  they  plan  to  vote  for 
the  60-year-old  Michigan 
congressman,  unless  something 
unexpected  turns  up  in  his 
background. 

Ford,  already  given  a  vice 
presidential  office,  jet  plane 
and  entree  to  intelligence 
briefings  and  Cabinet  meetings 
by  President  Nixon,  said  he 
doesn’t  know  of  anything  that 
could  cause  problems. 


Meeting  set 


Meanwhile,  Ford  has 
confirmed  that  he  did  not 
include  contributions  of 
$11,500  in  his  signed 
declaration  to  the  House  clerk 
after  the  1970  elections, 
because  he  had  endorsed  the 
contributions  over  to  the 
Republican  National 
Congressional  Committee  for 
other  Republican  campaigns. 

The  chairmen  of  the  House 
Judiciary  and  Senate  Rules 
Committee  said  Saturday,  as 
Ford’s  nomination  was 
submitted  to  Congress,  they 
planned  full  probes  on  the 
House  GOP  leader. 

Rep.  Peter  W.  Rodino  Jr. 
D-N.J.  said  “we  intend  to  see 
to  it  that  the  implementation 
of  the  25th  Amendment  is  in 
full  compliance  in  word  and 
history  with  the  legislative 
history  that  created  it.” 


He  said  committee 
investigators  would  review 
Ford’s  background  and 
financial  situation.  He  said  he 
hoped  hearings  can  start 
within  two  weeks.  Television 
coverage  will  be  permitted, 
Rodino  said. 

Sen.  Howard  Cannon, 
D-Nev.,  held  a  preliminary 


meeting  of  the  Senate  Rules 
Committee,  at  which  it 
approved  his  proposal  for  a 
full  FBI  investigation  of  Ford. 

Cammon  said  it  would  be  at 
least  two  weeks  before  public 
hearings  could  start,  but 
committee  sources  said  the 
schedule  would  be  reviewed  at 
a  meeting  Tuesday  afternoon.

A  new  high  school  will  be 
built  in  Provo  if  voters  approve 
an  $8.9  million  bond  issue  in  a 
special  election  Thursday. 

The  Provo  City  School 
District  is  seeking  ratification 
of  the  proposal  because  of 
crowded  situations  in  all  of  the 
secondary  schools  within  the 
district.  Dr.  Sherman  Wing, 
school  superintendent,  stressed 
the  need  for  endorsement  of 
the  bond  by  pointing  out  that 
estimates  of  future  enrollment 
show  continued  growth. 

The  Provo  Chamber  of 
Commerce  has  already 
declared  its  support  of  the 
measure.  Gordon  Bullock, 
executive  vice  president  of  the 
Chamber,  said  that  the  school 
board  felt  the  request  for  $8.9 
million  was  minimal  in  light  of 
the  need. 

Included  in  the  proposed 
budget  are  plans  for  a 
community  swimming  pool  to 
be  built  on  Provo  High  School 
property. 

The  cost  of  the  project  will 
be  split  between  the  school 
district  and  the  city.  Members 
of  the  school  board  feel  that 
the  costs  could  be  met  without 
an  increase  in  taxes.

Internal  problems  and  a  weak  bench 
were  their  downfall  in  last  years  play-offs,  and  if  new  coach,  K.C. 
Jones  can’t  come  up  with  the  solutions  the  Bullets  will  again  be 
disappointments. 

The  team’s  top  players  are  Elvin  Hayes,  a  great  scorer  and 
rebounder;  Wes  Unseld,  a  great  rebounder,  but  poor  shooter;  and 
Archie  Clark  a  great  player,  but  has  the  tendency  to  be  more  for 
himself  than  the  team.

Dimension,  innovation 


Those  who  attended  the  last 
Carpenter  concert  at  BYU  in 
January  of  1972  left  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse  certainly 
satisfied-but  probably  with  a 
rather  sweet  taste  in  their 
mouths. 

Richard  and  Karen  Carpenter 
were  well  on  their  way  to  the 
top  at  that  time  and  gave  an 
enjoyable  performance  to  a 
then  record  sell-out  audience, 
but  seemed  fairly 
one-dimensional:  a  soft,  “love 
rock”  style,  using  keyboard 
instruments,  woodwinds  and 
vocals  that  became— and  still 
blend  -  to  form  their 
characteristic  sound. 

Nearly  two  years,  four 
big-selling  albums  and  one 
bomb  threat  later,  the 
definitely  improved  and  highly 
successful  Carpenters 
performed  again  at  BYU  in  the 
Marriott  Center  to  another 
sell-out  audience  over  twice  as 
big  as  b e f or e  -  2 3  ,000 , 
reportedly  the  largest  indoor 
college  concert  crowd  in  the 
history  of  the  United  States. 
They  added  levels  of  new 
dimensions,  innovations  and 
polish  to  a  distinctively 
Carpenters  style  first  heard  by 
BYU  students  at  that  concert  a 
year  and  a  half  ago. 

“Love  rock”  turned  to  folk 
rock,  country  rock,  jazz  rock 
and  even  some  good  old 
rock-and-roll,  all  performed 
with  finesse,  all  arranged  by 
Richard  Carpenter,  and  all 
retaining  that  characteristic 
Carpenters  sound. 

The  nearly  hour-long  antics 
of  the  comedy  duo  Skiles  and 
Henderson  effectively 
warmed-up  the  already 
enthusiastic  audience  but 
played  havoc  with  the  sound 
system,  resulting  in  an  initial 
10  minutes  of  reverberation

and  microphone  problems  for 
the  Carpenters. 

The  Carpenters’  musical 
maturity  was  most  strongly 
evidenced  by  the  confident 
stage  presence  and 
showmanship  of  the  entire 
ensemble.  In  sharp  contrast  to 
the  background  role  she  played 
in  the  first  BYU  concert,  Karen 
Carpenter  alternated  from 
front  stage  vocals  to  drums  and 
back,  joking  with  members  of 
the  group,  relating  well  with 
the  audience  around  her  and 
seemingly  enjoying  every 
minute  of  it  along  with  the  rest 
of  the  ensemble. 

The  crowd-pleasing,  nostalgic 
“Yesterday  ONce  More” 
arrangement  of  big  rock  and 
roll  numbers  capitalized  on  the 
humor  of  Skiles  and 


Henderson,  the  ever-distinctive 
arrangements  of  Richard 
Carpenter  and  an  effective 
back-up  group  to  produce  the 
most  skillful  and  best-received 
part  of  the  performance. 

From  a  sweet  rendition  of 
“Johnny  Angel”  to  the 
tongue-in-cheek  “Leader  of  the 
Pack”  to  the  roaring  finale  of 
“Johnny  B.  Goode,”  the 
Carpenters  had  the  audience 
roaring  with  laughter,  applause 
and  approval. 

But  the  concert  was  not 
without  its  small 
disappointments. 

Those  of  us  waiting  to  hear 
something  new  never  really  got 
to  hear  it.  The  new  additions 
to  the  “Yesterday  Once 
More”  medley  were  the  only 
departures  from  a  standard 


string  of  Carpenter 
arrangements. 

Richard  Carpenter  afterward 
spoke  of  a  new  album  being 
released  in  November,  so  it  was 
disappointment  that 


Carpenters  didn’t  share  any 
new  material  with  the 
enthusiastic  crowd 

And  even  a  standing  ovation 
at  the  end  demanding  several 
curtain  calls  couldn’t  persuade 
Carpenters  to  play  any  encores 
But  judging  from  their 
skillfully  arranged  and 
executed  performance  and 
increased  confidence,  one  thing 
seems  certain  - 
Carpenters  have  definitely 
been  doing  something  besides 
making  money  these  past  two 
years.

The  Mets  and  A’s  split  the 
first  two  games  of  the  Series, 
with  some  sloppy  play  on  both 
sides  marring  the  action. 

Oakland  took  the  opener 
2-1,  with  both  A’s  runs 
unearned  following  an  error  on 
an  easy  grounder  by  New  York 
second  baseman  Felix  Millan. 
Then  the  Mets  got  even, 
winning  a  4-hour,  13-minute 
marathon  10-7  Sunday  and 
scoring  five  unearned  runs 
along  the  way.  There  were  a 
half-dozen  errors  in  that 
game— five  of  them  by  the  A’s. 

“Welcome  to  the  best  World 
Series  yet,”  said  the 
scoreboard  greeting  in  Oakland 
before  the  first  two  games  of 
the  Series.  It  has  hardly  been 
that  so  far. 

The  first  game  of  the  Series 
was  settled  on  an  easy  bouncer 
that  squirted  under  Millan’s 
glove  at  second.  “It  was  an 
easy  out,”  he  said.  “I  just 
missed  it.” 

And  game  two  was  decided 
by  consecutive  errors  by 
Oakland  second  baseman  Mike 
Andrews— the  first  one  on  a 
play  identical  to  the  one 
Millan  booted  the  day  before. 
“It  hit  the  tip  of  my  glove,” 
said  Andrews.  “I  looked  in  my 
glove  for  it.”  The  ball, 
however,  wasn’t  there. 

Andrews  was  the  third 
infielder  used  by  Manager  Dick 


Williams  in  Oakland’s  revolving 
door  act  at  second  base.  But 
he  wasn’t  the  man  the  Oakland 
skipper  would  have  liked 
there. 

However,  Manny  Trillo,  a 
utility  infielder  the  A’s  wanted 
to  add  for  the  Series,  was 
unavailable  because  the  Mets 
had  blocked  the  roster  move. 

Baseball  rules  prohibit  roster 
changes  for  the  Series  except 
in  case  of  injury.  The  A’s 
wanted  to  substitute  Trillo  for 
catcher  Juan  Morales,  a  Series 
eligible  whom  they  sold  to 
Montreal  in  September.  The 
Mets  and  the  National  League 
refused  permission  for  the 
move  and  the  A’s  went  into 
the  Series  with  24  players. 

“But  that’s  just  a  difference 
in  rule  interpretation,”  said 
Williams. 

The  refusal  so  miffed 
Oakland  owner  Charles  O. 
Finley  that  he  ordered  a  public 
announcement  of  the  action, 
defying  Baseball  Commissioner 
Bowie  Kuhn,  who  had  warned 
him  not  to  do  so.  Finley  was 
reprimanded  by  the 
commissioner,  with  whom  he 
has  clashed  before.  He  faces  a 
possible  fine. 

Strangely,  the  A’s  came  up 
with  an  injury  following 
Sunday’s  game  which  may 
allow  them  to  add  Trillo  to 
their  roster  after  all. 

Andrews,  the  goat  of  the 
second  game  defeat,  was 
examined  by  Oakland  team 
physician  Dr.  Harry  R.  Walker 
Monday  and  ordered  to  return 
to  his  home  in  Boston.  Walker 
declared  Andrews  “disabled 
for  the  rest  of  the  year.” 

The  Mets’  most  important 
casualty  remains  right  fielder 
Rusty  Staub,  still  nursing  a 
badly  bruised  right  shoulder
